Day Men Demand Seven 


Dollars Per Day*—Opera- 
tors Point to Contract 
Which Does Not End Un- 
til April 1, 1922 


Dissatisfied with the day wage 


scale, many miners of Coshocton-co 
are out on strike and nearly all the 
railroad mines are badly crippled.

A local operator stated Friday that 
bout 600 men are out on strike. He 
tated that the operators entered into 
in agreement for two years, beginning 


ril 1, 1920, whereby day men, in- 


luding motonnen, miile drivers and 
road men, were to receive six dollars 
per day. He stated that their strike 
for seven dollars per day is in viola- 
tion of the terms of the contract. 


Thus far, it is said, no move has 


been made toward a settlement, the 
operators taking the stand that the 
mines will continue to stand idle un- 
less the men return to work at the 
price agreed upon under the two year 
contract.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., July 9.—Coal

Several of the labor party leaders 


take the position that the third party 
"must come to them" if there is to 
be a coalition, and insist that the la 
bor party name mut>t be carried as 
the title of a union so formed. When 
this was put up to Frank J. Esper, 
secretary of the labor party, however, 
he would not make a statement defi- 
nitely -committing the party to that 
position. 


"We believe that a third party com- 


mittee will call on us and propose a 
coalition," he said "What the labor 
party will do will be entirely up to 
the vote of the delegates at the con- 
vention. As there are 1200 delegates 
from every state in the union, there 
are likely to be many different views 
on the subject." 


One radical innovation which 
the 


labor party is planning for its Own 
convention, and which it may insist 
on if it becomes a unit of the third 
party, is the nomination of a woman 
for vice president. A candidate named 
in this connection is Mrs. Toscan 
Bennett, of Connecticut 
who was 


among the suffragists who picketed 
the white house and took part in the 
Wilson speech-burning episode. 


It was also indicated by the la- 


boV party backers that if a union 
with the third party is to be ef- 
fected, the latter must agree to 
carry in its platform the 
chief

form, which is based on the Mon- 
treal declaration of the American 
Federation of Labor.

DUBLIN, July 9—A "police revolt" 


was reported from County Kerry to- 
day 
Members of the Royal Irish con- 


stabulary were said to have disobeyed 
orders to make political raids and con- 
duct searches 


Policemen attached to the Killarney 


and Cahireiveen barracks refused to 
perform any but ordinary police duties 
and declared that they would not "as- 
sociate with soldiers m dirty work," 
according to reports 
received 
here. 


The "revolting" constables originally 
intended to resign in a body but de- 
la> ed action pending 
a 
conference 


with the authorities. 
Several liaison 


officers acting between the soldiers 
and constabulary addressed the dis- 
satisfied men and asked them to state 
their complaints. 


A constable named McNamee was 


chosen spokesman for the insurgentb 
and he informed the officers that the 
constables would not co-operate with 
the soldiers. 
He said that soldiers 


might be shot if they attempted to 
force their way into the constabulary 
barracks. 
He declared further that 


the constables would not bear arms 
and that they would not conduct raids. 


"We are Irish and you are Eng- 


lish,"' cried McNamee. "This is youj" 
answer." Whereupon he tore off his 
belt and tunic and threw them at the 
feet of Incpector General Smith. 
The 


inspector general ordered McNamee's 
arrest but another constable stepped 
forward and drew his revolver shout- 
ing that he would kill the man who 
dared lay hands on McNamee. 


The amazed officers withdrew to 


confer among themselves. 
A full re- 


port of the incident was drawn up and 
the Sinn Fein managed to secure a 
copy of it.

AGREE TO DEMOBILIZE 850.000 


MEN NOW UNDER ARMS BEFORE 


SEPTEMBER THIS YEAR 


Allies in Conference at Spa Lay Down Ultimatum 


With Time Limit, Which Teutons Accept— 
Thousands of German Airplanes and 72 
Naval Vessels Uncovered by Discussion. 


SPA, Belgium, June 9.—The allied plan for the disarm- 


ament of Germany, granting six months for the reduction of 
the German armed force to 100,000 men and the destruction of 
German war materials in accordance with the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles, was accepted by Germany today. ' 


The German delegation, headed by Chancellor Konstantme 


Fehrenbach, signed the allied disarmament proposal at 11:30 
o'clock. 
The German cabinet met in Berlin at 9 o'clock and the 


decision to sign was then taken. The decision was then flashed 
to Spa by telegraph. The German delegates were instructed by 
the cabinet to make certain verbal observations to the allies. 


General Von Seeckt, commander of the German govern- 


ment forces, met a group of allied experts to discuss th^ trial 
of German war criminals. The Germans declared that the delay 
in bringing the war offenders to trial was due to the failure of 
the allies to forward specific charges. 


The Germans made verbal protest against any occupation 


paralyze German industry. 


The Germans had admitted that there were more than 


l',000,000 armed men in Germany. According to the terms of 
the allied plans, which were drawn up by Marshal Foch and 
Field Marshal Wilson of the British general staff, the German 
government must reduce its armed force to 150,000 men by 
October and complete the reduction to 100,000 men within the 
following three months. 


The allied proposals were conveyed in the form of an ulti- 


matum and Germany had until noon today to give answer. In 
the event of rejection the allies threatened to extend their mili- 
tary occupation of Germany beyond the present zones of occu- 
pation. 


The discussions revealed that Germany still has 7,850 air- 


planes and that they are retaining 72 naval vessel* that should 
have been turned over to the allies.
